Panama, Nov. 28. — Secretary Taft 
and party arrived at Colon Sunday 
morning on board the United States 
cruiser Columbia. Mr. Taft was re- 
ceived on shore by Vice President 
Arosemena and other Panama officials, 
Gen. Davis, commander of the canal 
zone, and Minister Barrett. After a 
conference with the American congres- 
sional delegation, Mr. Taft went by a 
special train to Panama, where he was 
officially receixed by a combaittee and 
quartered at the residence of Mr. Wal- 
lace, chief engineer in charge of con- 
struction of the Panama canal. He 
was received by President Amador and 
the Panama cabinet at 4 o’clock Sun- 
day afternoon. After greetings had 
been exchanged, Mr. Taft said: 

‘‘It is a pleasure to bring the greet- 
ings of the president of .the United 
States and to congratulate Panama 
upon the propitious beginning, of a 
long and p^sperous life, fh fadti a life 
that is to ne a peaceful one, and one 
in which the president anfi people of 
the United States are most willing as- 
sistants. The United States has no 
Intention in the isthmus other than to 
build the canal for the benefit of Pan- 
ama, the United States and mankind. 
There is no desire to exercise further 
power. I will. In the next few days, 
confer on those matters about which 
discussion has arisen and hope to 
reach a solution full of ,ho][;ior to both 
countries. • * ■ ^ 

‘‘I have the great honor to present 
the personaj greeting of President 
Roosevelt and expressions of profound 
go^ will.” ‘ - 

President Amador said in reply: 
‘‘Your arrival in Panama and the 
purpose that brings you Is the highest 
honor this republic has received since 
it was born. 'The government and peo- 
ple will know how to appreciate this 
new proof of sympathy, with which 
the United States has' 'desired once 
more to distinguish us.” 

President Amador, later in the day, 
returned Secretary Taft’s call. 

The first conference between Secre- 
tary ’raft and President Amador took 
place at government house Monday.

H« Suggests ths Disfranchisement of 
Deserters From the Army,

Washington, Nov. 26. — Lieut Gen. 
Chaffee, chief of steff of the United 
States army, in his annual report says 
in his opinicm little new general legis* 
lation is needed at this time. He says 
sufficient time has not elapsed since 
the reorganization of the army to de- 
termine wisely what legislation is nec- 
essary. He suggests the enactment of 
state laws disfranchising deserters 
from the army, adding: 

“If all states and territories should 
by law withhold from deserters exer- 
cise of the right to vote at national, 
state and municipal elections, unless 
the act of desertion be atoned for by 
lawful discharge, subsequently earned 
by service, it seems probable that the 
most healthful remedy practicable 
would be applied to the evil and that 
the result would be surprisingly 
great" 

The general says that inquiry of 
men in guard houses on his tour of in- 
spection elicited no special reason for 
desertion, the general reply being that 
army life was not what had been an- 
ticipated. Gen. Chaffee believed the 
adoption of his suggestion would re- 
lieve military prisons of two-thirds of 
their occupants. 

The report urges the re-establish- 
ment of recruiting depots at Fort Slo- 
cum, Columbus barracks and Jefferson 
barracks. - 

At present there are something over 
1,700 general prisoners at army posts 
and the post guard houses are "Simply 
crowded to an unsanitary limit." Ad- 
ditional prison facilities on the Indian- 
apolis military reservation are specifi<i 
cally recommended. A number of ex- 
tracts from the reports of general c.^- 
cers favoring the restoration of the 
canteen are given.

St Petersburg, Nov. 26. — The unex- 
pected may happen after all. The 
meeting of the. Zemstvoists, “First 
Russian Congress," as it is now called, 
may indeed work the inauguration of a 
hew era for Russia. Emperor Nicho- 
las, the Initiator of the plan for uni- 
versal disarmament, may turn back 
tipon the reactionaries and crown his 
reign by granting to his subjects the 
constitution which his grandfather had 
already prepared when he fell by the 
hand of an assassin. 

The basis of such a possibility is the 
significant fact that late Friday after- 
noon the emperor received In the pal- 
ace at Tsarskoe-Selo, M. Shipoff, of 
Moscow; M. Petrunkeivltch, of Tever; 
M. Rodzianko, of Ekaterinoslav, and 
Count Heiden, four prominent mem- 
bers of the Zemstvo congress, and list- 
ened at length to their views. It de- 
velops that when Minister of Interior 
Svlatopolk-Mirsky presented the Zem- 
stvo memorial and resolutions on No- 
vember 24 the emperor was so deeply 
Impressed as well by the contents of 
the documents as by the character of 
the signers and that he immediately 
expressed a desire to personally re- 
ceive a deputation of four. 

The Zemstvoists therefore went to 
Tsarksko-Selos by imperial command. 
At their audience, it is understood they 
explained fully their position and reit- 
erated the views expressed by the me- 
morial that the salvation of the em- 
pire from ruin by revolution lay in the 
adoption of the general Ideas express- 
ed in the memorial. The emperor was 
greatly Impressed by what he heard 
and asked many questions. While it 
it understood that he gave no indica- 
tion of his purposes except the sym- 
pathy he displayed, the deputation, 
when they returned to St. Petersburg, 
were in high spirits. 

The news that the delegation had 
been given an audience by the empe- 
ror spread like wildfire through the 
city Friday night and created a tre- 
mendous sensation, rejoicing among 
liberals and amazement among the un- 
compromising- supporters of the old 
regime. 

Earlier in the day the report was 
current an immediate effect of the 
Zemstvo meeting would likely be the 
realization of the plan for giving two 
elected Zemstvo representatives seats 
in the council of the empire. 

One of the prominent liberals who 
participated in the congress declined 
to share in the jubilation of some of 
his colleagues, and expressed the opin- 
ion that victory was yet a long way 
off, aUhough -he said he believed it 
was sure to . come in the end. He 
pointed out that the declaration in the 
memorial in favor of the abrogation of 
special privileges and for the equality 
of all classes before the law when it 
became known throughout Russia was 
bound to appeal strongly to the peas- 
antry. “All the members of the con- 
gress," said he, , “are large landed pro- 
prietors. A leveling process which 
would put the Mujik on an equality 
with them must be prejudicial to their 
personal interests. In no other coun- 
try in the world except Russia would 
find . men anxious to make sacrifices 
for an altrustic ideal.” 



St, Louis, Nov. 28. — In sharp con- 
trast with the strenuous experience of 
Saturday, when a hurricane effort was 
made to view the Louisiana Purchasf 
exposition in nine hours. President 
Roosevelt’s time Sunday was passed 
quietly and uneventfully. 

Rest and recuperation from the fa- 
tigue of Saturday constituted Sunday; 
almost the sole idea of the President 
and Mrs. Roosevelt and their imme- 
diate party. 

After a late family breakfast at the 
residence of William H. Thompson, 
treasurer of the Elxposition Co., who 
entertained the President, Mrs. Roose- 
velt, Miss Alice Roosevelt, Secretary 
and Mrs. Loeb and Dr. P. M, Rixey, 
the president and party attended di- 
vine service at 11 o’clock in the Sec- 
ond Presbyterian „ church. It was 
known that the president would attend 
the morning service at this church. 

Long before the hour of his arrival 
the streets in that ^cinity wer^ bank- 
ed with people almost from curb to 
curb. The crowd was handled admir- 
ably, however, and gave the big force 
of police and secret service officers no 
trouble. A considerable crowd assem- 
bled also near the Thompson resi- 
dence. As the President and Mrs. 
Roosevelt descended the steps of the 
residence to enter their carriage, the 
people respectfully uncovered, but 
there was no noisy demonstration. 
'The silence on this day was appreci- 
ated by the president. Both he and 
Mrs Roosevelt acknowledged the si- 
lent salutation of the crowd — the for- 
mer by tipping his hat and the latter 
by bowing and smiling. 

Careful precautions were taken by 
the officers to insure the personal safe- 
ty of the president. Watchfulness 
was not relaxed for an Instant. The 
president’s carriage was surrounded 
by secret service officers and two pick- 
ed sergeants of the Eighth United 
States cavalry code, one on each side 
of the carriage; both going to and- re- 
turning from the church. As the presi- 
dent’s carrittjge stopped at the church 
entrance, the crowd' could restrain its 
friendly feeling no longer. Hearty 
cheers were given for the president, 
which he acknowledged by tipping his 
hat. He was met at the entrance by 
the officers of the church, who escort- 
ed him and Mrs. Roosevelt and other 
members of -the' party to pews which 
had been reserved for them. 

At. the conclusion of the. service Dr. 
Niccolls, the pastor, requested the con- 
gregation to remain seated while the 
president and his party retired from 
the church. The president was well 
on his way to the residence of Mr. 
Thompson, therefore, before the con- 
gregation had left the church. 

After luncheon the President and 
Mrs. Roosevelt received informally a 
few personal friends who called mere- 
ly to pay their respects. 'The presi- 
dent also greeted one of his former 
comrades in the Rough Riders, Private 
Schroeder, of Muskogee, I. T., who is 
now connected with the Indian police 
of the territory. He had come to St. 
Louis expressly to see the president. 
At 4 o’clock the party went for an ex- 
tended drive. 

On his return trip the president was 
followed by a procession containing 
more than 200 vehicles. 

Sunday night the President and 
Mrs. Roosevelt, Miss Roosevelt, Secre- 
tary and Mrs. Loeb, Dr. Rixey and Mr. 
and Mrs. Thompson were entertained 
at dinner at 8 o’clock by Mr. and Mrs. 
Francis at their residence. After the 
dinner the president and party return- 
ed to the Thompson residence. At 
10:15 they left in carriages for the 
exposition grounds, v,'here their spe- 
cial train has been held awaiting their 
departure for Washington. 

The special train carrying President 
Roosevelt and party left the World’s 
fair grounds at 12:01 Monday mom- 
; ing on its way to Washington.

RUSH OF IMMIGRANTS, 



The Station at Ellis Island, New York, 
Is Overcrowded. 



New York, Nov. 26. — So great has 
been the rush of immigrants to this 
port within the last few days that the 
immigration 'Station at Ellis Island was 
crowded Friday and several thousand 
steerage passengers were forced to re- 
main Friday night on board the steam- 
ers *on which they arrived from Eu- 
rope. Wh'6h the Baltic came in dur- 
ing the fprenoon- with a steerage list 
numbering 1,700, the officials of the 
steamer were informed that there was 
no room for them on the island. Ffve 
thousand immigrants already were 
crowded in the detention quarters 
while the normal handling capacity of 
the present force of inspectors is only 
3,000. Under the circumstances they 
refused absolutely to handle the addi- 
tional 1,700 brought in by the Baltic 
and the steamship officers were oblig- 
ed to keep them on board under guard.

MURMURS FROM GROUND. 



strange Soiinds Heard for Many Cen- 
triries on the Bed Sea 
Borders. 



A singular phenomenon occure on the 
borders of the Red sea to a place called 
Nakous, where intermittent underground 
sounds have been heard for an unknown 
number of centuries, it ie situated about 
half a mile distant from the sMre, 
Whence a long reach of sand ascends rap- 
idly to a height of 3o0 feet.

The explanation of tnis 
curious phenomenon given by the Arabs 
is that there it a convent tinder the 
ground here and that these monks ring 
for prayers. So they ' call it Nakout, 
which means a bell. 

The Arabs affirm that the noise so 
frightens their camels when they hear it 
as to render them furious. RbUosgphers 
attribute the sound to suppressed vo^anic 
action — probably to the bubnling of gas 
or vapor underground.
